MOSCOW (U PI)—Soviet and American sources said 
today they were virtually certain that a U.S.-Soviet 
agreem ent to limit 
both offensive and defensive 
strategic nuclear weapons would be signed Friday at the 
Kremlin 
Official sources from both sides made the prediction 
shortly after President Nixon and the Soviet Communist 
Party general secretary, Leonid I. Brezhnev, held an 
afternoon session devoted entirely to the subject of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT). 


MOSCOW (UPI) —President Nixon and Leonid I. 
Brezhnev held lengthy talks today on the first full day of 
their summ it conference, highlighted by accords on 
health and pollution and private one-on-one conferences 
between the two about the issues of war and peace. 
The two leaders first m et with full staffs in the 19th 
century Catherine Hall for two hours and two minutes, 
then conferred between them selves for about two more 
hours. 
After signing the two pacts about dusk, Nixon and 
Brezhnev unexpectedly m et for their third session of the 
day. At the end of the second round, the two leaders led 
their delegations into the Vladimir Hall for the signings 
and champagne toasts. 
Then, Brezhnev threw his arm around Nixon s back 
and the two men left the room by them selves for evening 
talks. 
The antipollution pact, according to U S spokesmen, 
calls for: 
—Cooperation on working out ways of preventing 
pollution. 
—Developing new technical processes which do not 
pollute man s environment 
—Sharing their success with other countries. 
American spokesmen said the medical pact calls for 
coordinated research program s on cancer and heart 
disease, and exchange of specialists and delegations. It 
also includes setting up conferences and lectures, 
exchange of information and teaching each other about 
their own technical aids and equipment. 


Nixon was quoted by a White House spokesman, "They 
are good things to start with " 
Hard discussions on the m ore difficult issues, like 
Vietnam and on limiting nuclear arm s, remained. 
Vietnam is likely to continue to be a sticking point after 
the summit but the Soviet news agency, Tass, raised 
flagging hopes for some kind of SALT agreem ent here. 
The summitry spirit showed at 6:06 p m when the 
conferees stepped from a winter garden of palm trees 
into the highdomed white and gold Vladimiar Hall. Nixon 
and Soviet President Nikolai V Podgomy led the march. 
Behind came Brezhnev and for the first tim e in the

School board trustees may be headed into the teeth of a storm 
tonight when they consider Supt Glen Wegner’s proposal to close two 
elem entary schools. 
Wegner has proposed the closing of Los Padres School at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, and La Honda School on North A Street, 
to cope with declining enrollment and a resulting drop in state aid 
monies. Wegner has estim ated the closings would save the district 
about $100,000. 
Sue Coffman, president of the Los Padres School PTA says she and 
other parents will attend the meeting tonight She says some of the 
parents were miffed that they had heard only this week about the 
proposed closing of Los Padres. She said the parents questioned th<* 
estim ated amount of the savings and that they were happy with their 
school 


Here is Wegner’s breakdown of how the savings is achieved One 
principal’s salary, $18,600, a reading teacher’s salary, $2,875, two 
secretaries’ salary, $13,323, two library aides, $4,774, principal’s 
travel allowance, $250, four full-time and two half time custodians, 
$36,150, light and power, $4,911; water expense, $1,600, telephone, 
$363, natural gas, $3,047, sewer, $1,786; refuse, $590, custodial 
supplies, $1,845; building repairs, $1,200; certificated retirem ent, 
$764, classified retirem ent, $3,760, classified unemployment, $1,259 
old age survivor’s disability insurance, $2,693; employe insurance, 
$1,594, workmen’s compensation , $541; six non-time aides, $2,448. The 
amount totals $106,373, but is diminished by the sum of $5,426 which 
Wegner says it will cost to bus students as a result of the closings. 


A breakdown of enrollment projections shows the following 
configuration of elem entary school population for the fall term ; 
Buena Vista, 471; Crestview, 740; El Camino, 513; Fillmore, 608; 
Hapgood, 909, La Canada, 541; La Mesa, 335; Loma Vista, 521; I/js 
Berros, 602; Miguelito, 467; Ruth, 517 ; Westwings, 762 The population 
projection is down slightly from the current year 


Proposals call for shifting one of the principals to a budgeted, but 
unfilled post at Lompoc Junior High School, and the other to a 
curriculum post.

WASHINGTON (U P I)—The revelation that an ex-CIA 
agent is on the payroll of Action, the government agency 
which includes the Peace Corps, was deleted from a Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee report after a personal plea 
by Action Director Joseph H. Blatehford, it was learned 
today. 
The former agent, Eric H. Biddle Jr., who served with 
the CIA in Greece, Germany, and Washington during the 
1950s, 
currently 
works 
in 
the 
office 
of 
Economic 
Opportunity (OEO). But he continues to be paid through 
Action. 
Blatchford's sensitivity to the CIA issue cam e to light 
following questioning by Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R I., during 
an April 7 Foreign Relations Committee hearing on fiscal 
1973 Peace Corps authorizations. 
Pell, though not present, submitted six questions for 
Blatehford to answer. Included was the question: “ Are 
there any form er employes of the CIA or other intelligence 
agencies now on the payroll of Action, regardless of 
whether they are now performing duties for Action?" 
A week later Blatehford sent written answers to all six 
questions to Pell, with a handwritten postscript at the 
bottom of the cover letter: 
“ I have an understanding with your staff that these 
questions and answers are for your personal use ancf will 
not be put into the record. We appreciate your sensitivity to 
this issue.”

Logging industry controls 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An Assembly Committee has 
approved 
legislation 
imposing 
conservationist-oriented 
controls on the logging industry despite objections the 
measure would result in the taking of private property 
without compensation. 
The bill by Assemblyman Edwin L. Z'berg was passed on 
a 9-4 vote Monday by the Natural Resources Committee and 
sent to the Ways and Means Committee. 
The bill has been termed a “ m ajor overhaul’’ of timber 
regulations by its sponsors. It would enact rules to insure 
restocking of forest land, protection of water quality, 
control of erosion and promotion of aesthetics. 
Lobbyists for the timber industry told the com m ittee the 
bill would add considerable cost to their operations without 
“ any compensating benefits to either the landowner or the 
public.” 
In a prepared statement, John Callaghan, executive vice 
president of the timber industry ’s California Forest Protec­ 
tive Association, also declared the bill would “make 
logging impossible for all but the largest of companies.”

Education to fight for reform 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An Educational Congress of 
California has been created by the state s m ajor education 
groups to battle for passage of school finance reform 
legislation before the current session ends 
If the legislature fails to pass a favorable tax reform 
plan, members of the congress pledged to organize local 
caucuses in every legislative district to make school financ­ 
ing a m ajor campaign issue this fall 
Twelve education groups and the League of Women 
Voters united Monday to form the new organization at a 
“ crisis summit conference on school finance,” called by 
state Schools Superintendent Wilson Riles 
“ Use of the word (crisis’ is not an exaggeration,” Riles 
told the delegates “ Your organizations represent many of 
the districts which will go bankrupt this year and the 
hundreds of others which are in serious financial trouble ” 
We are indignant and impatient with being forced to 
fight amongst ourselves ... all because adequate funding for 
our schools has not been provided,” Riles said. In the past, 
he said education groups “ bickered” over who would 
control dwindling school funds instead of presenting a 


united front when battling the legislature 
“ Accountability we accept, cannabalism we re je ct,” he 
said “ The time of piecemeal, bandaid approaches to school 
finance must be ended ” 
The congress also voted to oppose the Watson initiative 
that 
will 
be 
on 
the 
November 
ballot 
However, 
organizations such as the league of Women Voters that 
cannot participate in political campaigns were exempted 
from active participation 
Among other things, the initiative would greatly reduce 
the use of property tax for support of schools and require a

The congress elec ted a temporary chairman, Jane Fiala 
of the C alifornia Congress of Parents and Teachers, and 
sc heduled its next meeting in San Francisco Wednesday 
Riles said he hoped the congress would support a bill by

Mr. Rogers likes human beings

Fred Rogers, creator and 
star of the public television- 
produced c h i l d r e n ’s pro­ 
gram, “ Mr. Rogers Neigh­ 
borhood.” cares about chil­ 
dren On his program, this 
care is demonstrated by his 
concern with a child’s need 
for knowledge of the real 
world—what does the con­ 
cept “the universe- 
mean1' 
And with his need to use his 
imagination and creativity — 
’ let’s pretend” is the lead-in 
to his Land of Make Believe 
segments. 
Because of Rogers’ soft- 
spoken, easy-going manner, 
his program appears to just 
happen Actually, each show 
is the product of a great deal 
of thinking 
and 
consulting 
with child psychologists on 
Rogers’ part. 
When 
you’re 
program­ 
ming for children,” explains 
Rogers, “you must keep in 
mind certain things. One is 
that children are small and 
aren’t just little adults. 
“ For example, a child who 
is concerned with the control 
of the biting instinct within 
himself may, quite natural­ 
ly. project his own biting 
urges onto others—especial- 
ly onto animals That’s why 
a child who is one or two 
years old may be afraid of 
dogs or cats. 
Take another example If 
a child is trying very hard to 
stay clean, he might just 
hate the idea of making mud- 
pies. But when he has mas­ 
tered the art of cleanliness, 
he may feel good about work­ 


ing with clay or mud 
“The overriding issue is to 
respect how the child feels 
anil not to force him to do 
anything.” 
Rogers 
has 
a 
favorite 
story 
that 
illustrates 
his 
point 
“ A friend of mine took his 
little girl to see Santa Claus 
at a department store this 
Christmas 
He said to me, 
‘Do you realize how many 
new experiences she is hav­ 
ing today? It’s her first ride 
on an e s c a l a t o r , her first 
ride on an elevator, her first 
visit to Santa.’ 
“There were so many new 
experiences 
for 
her, 
that 
when she finally got to .see 
Santa, she didn’t want to sit 
on his lap And her parents 
respected that 
They didn’t 
force her.” 
Rogers would like to see 
more parents deal with their 
children in this way, which 
leads to another of his favor­ 
ite topics. 
“ I’d like to do some TV 
programming 
for 
adults, 
said Rogers. “ My main goal 
would be to help re-establish 
some of the natural confi­ 
dence that adults have in re­ 
lation to their kids. That 
natural confidence has been 
undermined in some ways by 
many people who have said 
p e r h a p s 
unintentionally 
t h r o u g h their writings or 
speeches: ‘You can t be a 
good parent unless you say 
what I tell you to say, or un­ 
less you buy X toy ’ 
“ I'd like to help people to 
regain confidence in their 
own natural parenting 
All 


the words and toys in the 
world don’t mean anything 
unless the person offering 
them feels good about him­ 
self That’s where it starts 
How can pai nts establish 
better communication with 
their children7 
“They should try to be 
themselves and to realize 
how healthy that is 
II a 
child makes you angry, ex 
press the anger 
Don’t hide 
it. 
If a child makes you 
happy, you should express 
that, too 
In doing so, the 
child gets the notion that his 
personhood 
affects 
people 
And that’s important 
“ Someone once asked me. 
Do you ever scream at your 
kids?’ 1 said, You bet I do 
That’s because they really 
affect me.’ 
“Formulas 
in 
parenting 
are what worry me There 
are no pat formulas for ev­ 
erything that comes along. 
People and experience are 
unique 
“ Relationship is the most 
important word It is through 
a relationship of trust and 
confidence that a child is 
able to take what 
I can 
give.” 
Rogers is quick to tell chil­ 
dren, “ You know why 1 like 
you7 Because you’re a 
man being and that’s 
portant ” 
It is a theme he reiterates 
often on his program And it 
is a principle he believes in 
One 
of 
the 
areas 
where 
Rogers feels a child’s “total 
person” is neglected is in the 
field of education 
I think children should lie 


hu- 
im- 


encouraged 
to 
use 
their 
imagination and creativity, 
said Rogers “ I am appalled 
at what courses are consid­ 
ered ‘secondary 
in today’s 
educational 
establishment 
music, art, woodwork These 
are the areas where a child 
can express himself, where 
he can grow as a person 
And they need to be en­ 
couraged 
Until the educational estab­ 
lishment changes. Rogers is 
providing his own antidote to 
the ills it creates by encour­ 
aging children to be creative 
and imaginative 
He wants children to have 
an integrated view of who 
they are, of what's important 
to them, of what they can do 
To this end, he is building a 
library of 650 half-hour Mis­ 
ter Rogers p r o g r a m s to 
“ leave as a legacy for chil­ 
dren ” 
The library will take be­ 
tween five and six more 
years to build. When it is 
completed, 
there 
will 
be 
enough 
programs 
to 
last 
two years without repeats. 
The programs deal with a 
child’s 
development 
from 
the inside out, 
because. 
• That’s how people grow,” 
according to Rogers Every­

NEW Y O R K — (NEAi—There are still great numbers of 
well-meaning journalists who say there is no place tor 
writing about politics on the sports pages 
That would be so if there were no politics in sports 
Or if politics weren’t in fact influenced by sports Or if 
politicians and generals and coaches alike didn’t use 
sport for their own self-serving purposes, to exploit 
“games” as a symbol of so-called patriotic character- 
building 
Unless one has been locked in a closet, one cannot hide 
from the fact that issues of race, of labor negotiations, 
of drug abuse, of women’s rights, of civil liberties, of 
coaching authoritarianism, of hypocrisy in college re­ 
cruiting must all be reported along with scores and gam«- 
details. 
It goes further than simply lumping the playing of th»* 
national anthem with the opening kickoff 
And it is not a new thing In 1919, Gen Douglas Mae 
Arthur, then superintendent of West Point, order»d that 
this saying be carved on the stone portals of the gym­ 
nasium there: “ Upon the fields of friendly strife are 
sown the seeds that, upon other fields, on oth«*r days, 
will bear the fruits of victory.” 
In 
1960. Robert Kennedy, speaking at a 
football 
coaches’ dinner, said, “ Except lor war, there is nothing 
in American life which trains a boy better for life than 
football.” 
If what these two respected national leaders have said 
is true—and they are not alone—then of course sport 
transcends the making of homecoming floats It ,s«*«*rns 
not to be stretching the point to say that our views of 
sport influence our national and international policies 
In 1968, President Richard Nixon said in an interview. 
“ Anybody in politics must have great competitive in­

Who finally lost strike? 


OCEAN FISHING 
Heavy seas finally took over loc ally and put most salmon 
fishermen out of business. After a week of unprecedented 
good fishing, the final letdown occurred first of last week, 
when heavy winds moved in and only the* large commercial 
boats could stand up to it 
Some anglers went out early in the morning when the 
ocean was comparatively c alm, but after a short while 
returned to the dock to wait out a return of smooth water 
But it never c almed down enough to make things safe* for 
the small boat operator. 
And that is the picture as we get this column under way 
The large salmon are present, and close in, and 
commercial boats are getting fish 20 pounds and over 
Party boats made a few rock fishing trips, with great 
success. 
With the high tides, the surf fisherman has done better, 
with limits of barred perch being caught off Oceano Beach 
: almost any spot between Oceano ramp and La Grande, 
the one-time site of a popular local resort way down the 
beach 
As usual Guadalupe Beach has been good, For those who 
can make it, the Mussel Hock area is always good 
Surf fishing at Jalama Beach has picked up considerably 
according to local surfers. This water is fished best about 
two hours before high tide. After the turn of the tide the 
surfing falls away at least that is our experience. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
A general upswing in water conditions over most of 
Northern and Central California has been noted by stream 
scouts of the P G & E. In the north the runoff has begun and 
many streams are very roily. 
Anglers contemplating a trip to the northern part of the 
state are warned that most waters do not open until May 27. 
Lower down Trinity River, Whiskeytown, and Lewistown 
Lakes, clear and cold and good fishing. Upper Sacramento 
River, Shasta Lake lots of water cold and clear fishing fair 
to good. 
San Jaquin River should be good, all waters clear and 
cold. Hume Lake full and fishing good. Shaver, and 
Huntington Lakes fair to good fishing, Millerton Lake full 
and bass fishing picking up, some stripers being caught 
Nacimiento Lake reports that white bass and catfish 
went on a fishing spree last week Weather in the high 90’s 
with warm nights has started a feeding binge that loaded 
most anglers stringers. 
The best catfishing of the year greeted many anglers as 
the cats hit most any bait thrown at them in the shallow 
waters of the lake. White cats were on the small size, 112 to 
3 pounds, but channels ran to 10 pounds. Night crawlers or 
dead shad the best baits. 
White bass continue to hit with limits common. There is 
still a five fish limit on white bass. Large mouth bass are 
still running on the small side, and are being caught on 
diving lures and plastic worms in deeper water Crappie 
are on the slow side with not much action Most anglers too 
busy after the white bass. 
Margarita Lake fair to good on bass. We fished the Vaca 
Flats area and took large crappie and lots of bluegills, but 
no bass. Best time for the big bass is late in the evening, or 
early morning. 
This lake is very quiet and peaceful after working most 
other local waters Not too many people use the lake, 
account of no camping. But for a restful day, Margarita is 
hard to beat. It is well cared for, with the chief Ranger 
Gurlee Murphree taking a fatherly interest in the lake and 
its upkeep Yes we plug for this lake Maybe the fishing is 
not tops but one has a good time, fish or no tish Especially 
if interested in observing wildlife, which is very prolific. 
Lopez Lake is low, but some bass are being taken. Also a 
few large trout in the deep water Bank fishing hampered 
by the moss and weeds that are blown into the edge of the 
water. 
Extra boat storage with finger docks is being installed at 
Cottonwood, and we understand will be fenced in, so that 
boats may be kept there without fear of them being 
stripped by thieves This is fine, but more fishing access is 
gone Why cannot more area be opened to* the bank angler 
when one considers that there is over twenty miles of water 
front, and how little is open to access from the park’' As 
long as the area is packed with campers, the powers that be 
are no doubt happy, and apparently no move is made to take 
care of the sportsman. 
So far there are no plantings scheduled lor local waters, 
the nearest being Piru and Rose Valley Lakes, and Reyes 
Creek in Ventura county Fishing in Cachuma Lake on the 
quiet side, a few bass taken Trout are in the deep water 
and have elected to stay there, at least for the time being 
HUNTING 
The State Fish and Game Commission is being swamped 
with letters from sportsmen protesting the announced 
intention to prohibit the use of dogs m deer hunting This 
was one of the “ determinations 
for the coming hunting 
season, but it will be reheard at the May meeting of the 
Commission. 
Stockmen complained that dogs running in packs harass 
deer on their property, but the DKG contended that this was 
not a major element States that outlaw the use of dogs still 
have the same problem Also, this could result in the loss ol 
crippled animals, and reduce the annual take of deer

The strike lingers like a 
remissive abcess The root 
ol discontent in baseball, it* 
fester abated by the resump 
tion of play, won’t llure up 
foi another year, although 
the poison of the schism be­ 
tween players and owners 
till infects the system. 
Tom Seaver ol the New 
Yotk Mets, who was closer 
to the raw ends than most 
as a player representative, 
says, “ Once we get to sum­ 
mer, we’ll feel it even less. 
It’ll wear off " 
With the emotional pain of 
the llareup allayed, it is pos­ 
sible now to lo c a liz e the 
causes of one ol the more 
embarrassing periods in 
sports history and assess the 
after-effects. 
The early analyses of the 
strike concentrated b lam e 
on the players as the un­ 
grateful minions who had 
traduced the grand style of 
baseball by bellowing for 
more money 111 an already 
inflated pension grab- bag. 
Even their intent was mis­ 
interpreted, like how come 
guys making up to $200,000 a 
year are asking owners to 
cough up more dough. 
It puzzled me particularly 
that the m a j o r i t y of the 
baseball p ress condemned 
the players for their grubbi­ 
ness and their obstinacy. The 
guys doing the writing are 
working s tiffs themselves 
who generally have their 
own unions trying to get bet­ 
ter conditions for them, so 
you’d have thought their 
natural sympathies would be 
with the players as co-work­ 
ers. Instead, they generously 
emphasized the fact that the 
public was with the owners. 
Even the issues were dis­ 
torted. Let’s look at them 
baldly. The players weren’t 
really asking the owners per 
se to give them anything. 
They were asking for a cost- 
of-living increase in pension 
benefits by tak in g money 
from a surplus which was 
already built up. And how 
was it built up? Not by dona­ 
tions from the owners, but 
basically from the slice of 
World Series b ro a d c a s t 
money which had long ago 
been apportioned to the pen­ 
sion instead of going to the 
players individually as their 
logical cut. 
The owners wouldn’t have 
given up one cent of their 
own revenue in 1972, or any 
other year. 
When an im p a sse was 
reached over increasing the 
pension-the owners had to 
give permission—the players 
suggested n e u t r a l arbitra-

tion, a traditional and hon­ 
ored practice in labor nego­ 
tiations, and were f l a t l y 
turned down. Ergo, strike. 
The ridiculous posture of 
the owners was revealed by 
none other than Charles O. 
Finley, an insurance mag­ 
nate, who said later that if 
the actuarial figures of the 
existing pension fund had 
been revealed to him and 
the other owners, they never 
would have voted against 
the players in the first place. 
A 
fashionable 
argument 
against the p l a y e r s is to 
question how a young guy 
who plays a kid’s game is 
entitled to a pension which 
can pay him up to $2,000 a 
month or thereabouts. That’s 
like wondering why Tony 
Bennett should get $40.000 a 
week in Las Vegas and set 
up tax shelters. The big 
league baseball player is a 
highly skilled professional, 
one of a species of only 1.000 


in a nation of more than 200 
million people. He sells him­ 
self on the open market for 
all he can get, while he can 
get it, because his skills are 
perishable. Building up pro­ 
tection against the day he 
v a n is h e s into 11 rn b 0 is 
natural and negotiable. 
Now we come to the effect 
of the strike. Did it hurt the 
players’ earning power” Im­ 
mediately, it cost them a 
few bucks in s a la ry . In­ 
directly, by making people 
realize for a few weeks early 
in the season they didn’t 
really miss baseball, it could 
have cost them more. 
But the guy who really lost 
was the owner. First, he 
took the b iggest financial 
bath from the games missed 
because they were the lush 
opening dates of the season, 
and irretrievable. Second, 
he’s in the business of sell­ 
ing his team to the public, 
and for one month or more 


he was busy maligning it. 
The image of the owner as 
a benevolent patron is gone. 
He killed it himself. He also 
lashed out at Marvin Miller, 
the executive director of the 
Players Association, as the 
Machiavellian villain. 
“ I was surprised,” says 
Seaver now, “ the way the 
players stood together. Most 
of us respected Miller tre­ 
mendously. 
He guided us 
very well, not in trying to 
tell" us what to do but in giv­ 
ing us alternatives and let­ 
ting us make up our own 
minds.” 
There was, for Seaver, one 
benefit from the strike—and 
one which may heal the can­ 
ker when the pension issue 
is raised again next year. 
“ The owners,” he says, 
“ now treat the players much 
more like men.”

(Editor’s note: This is the first of a series of articles describing recent 
archaeological work on Vandenberg Air Force Base and the early peoples 
who dwelled there.) 
The people who clung to the Vandenberg ('oast six to eight thousand years 
ago left behind only natural footnotes a white calcium layer on a mound 
by the ocean marks where generations of them savored raw shellfish and 
left the shells exposed underground levels of bone fragments test if\ to a 
generous hunting site and ancient seal rookery near Destroyer l‘omt 
eons 
of them were born and returned to the earth at broad village mounds 
further inland where now the black soil is studded with bone fragments and 
stone tool chips and the spring mustard grows the highest 
Anthropologist Larrv Spanne. who roamed and rode these hills as a bo\ 
and is now doing so for UCSB has established the existanee ot some 315 
village, hunting and other sites on Vandenberg Air Force Base, some of 
which are Chumash village areas referred to in the Spanish diaries of 
Portola's 1769 expedition, the first land venture into California. 
Others are contemporary Chumash areas not encountered by the Spanish 
and Spanne believes that at least half of the sites tell ot an original, non­ 
hunting people who'came much earlier than the Chumash and may have 
been entirely different.

Professor, Spanne noted several years ago that base construction was likely 


to destroy untouched and potentially priceless sites in violation of federal 
law The Interior Departm ent listened to him with interest, as did the Air 
Force, and the result was a USCB survey program partially supported by 
the Air Force and under the supervision of the National Parks Service. The 
goal of the survey was to locate all on base aboriginal sites. 
The Federal Antiquities Act, which protects archaeological finds on 
federal property just as separate state laws 
protect them on state 
highway 
land, 
would require the preservation and or 
professional 
excavation of finds in areas of planned new facilities construction. In order 
to avoid construction delay s and as a facet of an overall conservation effort, 
the Air Force lent support to the UCSB survey so that planned construction 
could avoid archaeologically rich deposits. 
The same act makes looting such sites for souvenirs ipot hunting) a 
federal crime. So critical are the spatial relationships of artifacts (bone or 
stone tools, etc.) to a site’s implications that archaeologists commonly 
excavate by paint brush instead of by spade An am ateur curio hunter can 
obliterate centuries of prehistory in minutes. 
Another piece of federal legislation, S1245, would provide for the 
professional excavation of all sites on any federal construction site. This 
bill is pending

Like an early bone rendering of the human face with vague 
features, the narrative that em erges of the travails, migiations, 
worships of the Chumash and their beshrouded predecessors is fascinating 
even though it is, and perhaps because it will always be, incomplete. 
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EXPOSED LEVELS of this primeval hunting site on Vandenberg Air 
Force Base speak to UCSB archaeologist Larry Spanne of a time when 
seals and sea lions team ed off shore and fell prey to an early coastal 
people. Spanne points to a band of earth rich in the sea mammal bones 
these people discarded.

Art review 
Earle works exhibited

By 9 o’clock Saturday evening some 80 odd m» n arid women, well-dressed 
and courteous, were crowded into the Copenhagen Galleri in Solvang lor 
Eyvind Earle's reception Thirty seven of his landscapes began exhibit 
earlier that day and eight had been Mild 


Eight art appreciators paid highly tor Earle s my sterious landscapes. 
The oil paintings depic t rolling, uninhabited, and symmetrically designed 
hills, covered with a network pattern of foliage 
Colors of brightly 
illuminated green and yellow, occasionally highlighted in neon blue, 
contrast with rich, black shadows. 


Surely, this is the enchanting, but inscrutable landscape of another 
planet. In truth, however, it is the terrain of the San ^ nez \ alley, as Earle 
interprets it. 


An artist could paint the San Ynez Valley in many ways - dark green- 
brown hillsides and woods shedding dead growth on?.« earth s eroding 
surface (realism ; broken shapes of life dissected into reflections of light 
(impressionism i; ornamented trees and forests blowing and moving in a 
fast wind (baroque*. Earle presents landscapes uniquely different than 
what has been imagined by other artists - a land I hat is soundless and 
motionless, without signs ol death, deterioration, or flaw and of impossible 
beauty. 
Ooe portly women adm irer told Earle, “ When I look at the San Ynez 
Valley I see it only one way-your way.” 
The people in the gallery, drinking champagne as they toured the walls, 
knew Earle > work He is a former Bueilton re id* nt who now lives in 
Canada 
Earle is tall and gaunt looking, has short chopped brown graying hair 
Hair is conspicuously absent from his face lb seem* d shy and ¡11 at ease, 
as if his appearance that night was sol* ly perfum tory 
That he has 
experienced his share of suffering in life was an impression 
During the depression Earle sold his paintings for 50 cents and a dollar. 
“Oace or twice a year I would sell one lor $15,” he has said. He was 
painfully poor in those days. 
In 1972, his oil paintings sell for as much as $0,000 the price paid for

Propositions 4 and 5 


A great deal of political consideration is 
related to two propositions on the June 6 
primary ballot — Propositions 4 and 5. 
Proposition 4. if approved, would require 
the Legislature to provide for an open 
presidential primary in which candidates 
on the ballot are those found by the 
Secretary 
of 
State 
to 
be 
recognized 
candidates 
throughout 
the 
nation 
or 
California for the office of President. It 
would exclude any candidate who has filed 
an affidavit that he is not a candidate. 
Proposition 5, if approved, would require 
that appointments to the board of regents 
of the University of California by the 
governor be approved by a majority of the 
membership of the State Senate. 


Proposition 4 is a misleading issue. It 
implies 
that 
somehow 
our 
present 
California 
presidential 
primary 
is 
a 
“closed' primary when in face there is 
nothing in the current law to prevent any 
candidate 
and 
his 
supporters 
from

entering the California primary. 
We strenuously object to the fact that 
should the issue pass, only one man, the 
California Secretary of State, will have the 
right to determine which names will be 
placed on the ballot for the highest office 
of the land. 
Until such time as election laws become 
uniform throughout the country for federal 
offices, we urge a no vote on Proposition 4. 
University 
regents 
are 
appointed 
presently by the governor alone for 16 year 
terms. They control a vast educational 
system with an annual budget of over 
$337,000,000 and a total of nine campuses 
with more than 110,000 students. 
Currently, 
nearly 
all 
important 
gubernatorial appointments are subject to 
Legislative review. We see no reason why 
the board of regent appointments should 
be excluded. We believe that the interests 
of the people can best be protected and 
served by the requirement and we urge a 
yes vote on Proposition 5.

weekends ago I was at Lake Tahoe 
and circumstance presented me the 
opportunity

My plane had arrived in Reno 
toward the end of the day and was, 
naturally, late. I still had to get to 
South Shore but was planning to get 
a shuttle bus provided by the hotel. 
There was one other passenger with 
the same thought in mind so we 
waited — and waited — and waited. 
He finally managed to rent a car and 
kindly asked if I would care to join 
him, which I would. We both were 
attending 
meetings 
— 
mine 
a 
newspaper board and his a water 
pollution convention — and both of 
us 
had 
commitments 
for 
the 
evening, which was almost upon us. 
The decision was to take the Mt. 
Rose road which is steeper but a bit 
shorter 
than 
the 
other, 
and 
approaches from the north. Even 
though the snowfall this year has not 
been tremendous the mountains are 
still pretty white, particularly those 
to the south, and taking this road, 
when we went through the pass the 
entire 
lake 
and 
surrounding 
mountains were spread out before 


us. As usual, I was talking, but what 
I saw before me at this instant 
brought my conversation to a dead 
stop. 
This was the magic time of day 
between sunset and dark, which 
doesn’t last very long in California, 
when the glow of the sun still 
reflects onto the mountains and 
colors 
everything 
around 
The 
towering, snowy peaks were a soft 
pink, like peppermint frosting on a 
cake, the sky was a dark blue with 
streaks of various shades of piuk, 
the trees black against the sky and 
the snow and the lake, now a deep 
blue-purple, shimmered with the 
last bit of light left in the day. 
I would like to think that this was 
a special thing, arranged just for me 
to see, but I know that this sight is 
there every night, in some variation 
or another, for anyone whose eyes 
are open to the beauty and wonder of 
God’s creations.

University of California Extension 
at Santa Barbara. 
Now they’ve come out with a new 
edition

Learning,’’ containing information 
on studies in 25 separate fields of 
interest 
in 
the 
five 
major 
categories, 
Basic 
and 
Applied 
Sciences, Business Administration, 
Professional 
Education, 
Liberal 
Arts and courses of general interest. 
In the words of a 
note on 
the 
bro­ 
chure 
from 
Ruth 
A d a m s , 
“ U n i ­ 
versity 
Extension 
provides 
a 
highly 
flexible 
academic 
program with tradi­ 
tional 
studies 
as 
well as courses on 
topics of current in­ 
terest.” 
I recall one seminar series in 
particularly. It was the one that 
included presentations by a number 
of 
well 
known 
attorneys 
and 
prosecutors. I wished at the time 
that something of that sort could be 
offered in Lompoc, because the 
distance to Santa Barbara is almost 
prohibitive. 
A lot of the extension courses are 
given here or in Santa Maria, 
however. 
This didn’t begin as a plug for the 
extension, but rather as a little piece 
on some of the experiences of a 
couple of people I know 
(jetting 
college 
credit 
by 
attending classes at night is difficult 
enough as it is, but attending classes 
in a distant city is even more trying 
One man I know completed the 
education required for a teacher’s 
degree 
by 
commuting 
to 
I,os 
Angeles’ 
UCLA 
He lived there 
three days a week and was bark in 
the Lompoc area four days because 
he had to hold down a full time job. 
Another used to arise at 3 30 a m 
each day so he could get in a few 


hours of study before going off to his 
fulltime job on Base. Another I 
know has been planning to get up at 
5 a.m. each day in order to do his 
homework for a course he’s taking 
on Base. 


So it goes. I never pass Lompoc or 
Cabrillo High Schools at night that I 
don t find the parking lot full of cars 
owned by those attending adult night 
school (or an extension course.) 
In the latter category a friend of 
mine works full time for the city and 
is pursuing his interest in gardening 
by attending a course in horticulture 
or whatever it is I pass by his home 
every day or so and I see him out 
there slowly transforming his land 
I don’t think anyone really knows 
how many citizens are actually and 


quietly 
pursuing 
some form i 
education including a personal! 
generated program with books o 
research of some kind Some do it b 
collecting coins or stamps an 
studying the history of the time 
that produced them 
It makes me feel a little les 
intellectually drab when I look ou 
across the city and the Valley an* 
think of all the personal projects, 
hate to call them self improvemen 
projects, but I guess that’s wha 
they are.
